They all testified th at the de­ 
fendant had suffered from “m anic de­ 
pressive insanity” since last May, and 
experienced a sudden attack of “im­ 
pulsive insanity” which rendered him 
irresponsible at the tim e he shot An- 
nis. 
They declared Captain H ains’ 
form of insanity was curable, and his 
condition had improved since last No­ 
vember.

New York, May 7.—Theodore Roose­ 
velt in this week’s issue of the Out 
look raps over the knuckles those who 
have been trying to prevent strength­ 
ening of the American navy, and in 
cidentally w arns the mikado of Japan 
th at finless he takes m easures to pre­ 
vent the coming here of Japanese 
workingmen and tradesm en in large 
num bers the United States govern 
m ent will be compelled to take the 
m atter into its own hands. 
He adds th at it will be incumbent 
on this governm ent to proceed in a 
m anner that would provoke the least 
possible friction and cause the least 
possible hard feelings. 
"W e have the right to say w hat im­ 
m igrants shall come to our shores,” 
says Mr. Roosevelt, "but we would be 
powerless to enforce this right unless 
we continue to build up and m aintain 
a first-class fighting navy. 
“Those well m eaning but fatuous 
advocates of peace who would try to 
prevent the upbuilding of our navy 
would accomplish .nothing except to 
handicap this country in the event of 
war, for Am erica would fight if neces­ 
sary w hether prepared or not. 
. "In effect the professional peace ad­ 
vocate 
who wishes a stoppage oi 
naval construction would put us in a 
position where we would be powerless 
to protect our interests or take a 
stand 
for the international honor or 
international righteousness."

The recent legislature enacted a law 
prohibiting the sale or the offering for 
sale of wall eyed pike caught in any 
.lake or waters of this state which 
have been stocked or may hereafter be 
stocked by pike fry by the state fish 
and game commission. The penalty 
provided is a fine of from $10 to $50 
and costs, or imprisonment of IO to 60 
days. 
While no official list of the lakes in 
this section to which this law applies, 
has yet been received it is currently re­ 
ported that Gull lake is among those 
affected. 
The law, according to those in a po­ 
sition to know, will render it both 
easier and harder to enforce the laws 
than at present. Ii will of course be 
necessary to show in what lake pike 
are caught in order to convict, but it 
will not be necessary to prove that they 
were caught with a net or spear. 
The same law imposes a like penalty 
on having wall eyed pike in one’s pos- 
sion outside of the open season.

E arlier in the day Senator Cummins 
addressed the senate in favor of lowei 
duties, especially in the iron and steel 
schedules. 
He declared that the peo­ 
ple would take m atters in their own 
hands if the law did not check mo­ 
nopolies and said that in th at event 
convenient

would

found. 
An am using situation occurred at 
the close of S enator Cummins speech 
when that Republican progressive was 
asked by S enator Newlands w hether 
the faction striving for a revision of 
the tariff dow nw ard had form ulated a 
i plan with which the Democrats could 
j unite in order to accomplish their 
I purpose.

I satisfaction to Senator Aldrich, but

It was pointed out by Mr. N ewlands

Mr. Cummins 
remarked th at the senator from Ne­ 
vada had found m ore progressive Re­ 
publicans than he had. 
Responding 
to Mr. Newlands* question, however, 
Mr. Cummins asked: 
“Is the senator from Nevada au­ 
thorized to speak for the thirty-one 
Democrats, when he propounds such 
an inquiry?” 
“No,” said Mr. Newlands, “because 
the thirty-one Dem ocrats are power 
less to accom plish anything here by 
taking the lead. 
The only way they 
could succeed in benefitting the coun­ 
try would be by following the lead of 
the progressive Republicans. 
I think 
if that Republican faction would get 
together on a program m e for a re 
vision of the tariff downward, the 
Democrats would respond favorably 
to the proposal.” 
“Are you m aking an official state­ 
m ent from the Democratic party, or 
merely a suggestion?” asked Mr. Aid- 
rich.

Incensed over a telegram to A ttor­ 
ney General W ickersham by F rank 
Hagerm an, attorney for eighteen rail­ 
roads, in which Mr. H agerm an char­ 
acterized Mr. M urphy’s resolution of 
Inquiry into the official conduct of the 
two judges as “an outrageous tissue 
of 
m isrepresentation,”

held the attention of the house w ith a 
repetition of the charges w hich he 
had made in his original resolution. 
His colleague, Mr. Rucker, corroborat­ 
ed all he said in denunciation of the 
action of the1 tw o judges in connec­ 
tion with M issouri’s 2-cent passenger 
rate law and th e maximum freight 
rate law. 
Incidentally Mr. Rucker re ­ 
marked th at Judge Philips ought to
